I he announcement was made hy Jim l.iichfied. sales repre- 
sentative for the L S. Starretl Company The new piece of 
equipment is valued at $60,000. Starretl has also committed 
to upgrading the piece of equipment every few years i<> keep 
the CN< ! program state-of-the-art.

Construction Update 



I he construction of Shelton's new campus continue to progress on schedule. The exterior skin, windows. 

and roof are now complete: entrance ways and external door- were in-tailed in December. Over 75% of the wall- 
studding has been installed and over 50% of die sheet rock has been completed. Everything is on schedule, and the 
programs on the 15th Street < ampus are scheduled to begin moving by the latter part of April, 1996. 

Planning for Phase II is also going well. Bide for this second phase should go out in early March 1996, and 
construction for this second phase will be completed in the late spring of 1997. 

Construction for the new roadway connecting the new Highway 69 into the campus began in December 

with a completion date scheduled for May 1996. ( his roadway w ill have traffic signals and turn lanes to assist in

Several departments at the college are sport i m: new 

equipment tins fall, most of which was purchased through 
federal grants such as the Appalachian Regional Com- 
mission (ARC), basic grant from Carl Perkins, and 
Sh el ton's Rtle III grant. I his new equipment will be used 

in the college's numerical control, commercial art. graphic 

arts and printing, industrial electricity, electronics, office 

administration, computer science, and the I tenter for Ad- 
vanced Productivity. 

\n \B Dick 9985 two-color offset press was pur- 
chased for the graphics and printing communication 
department through fitle III funds. This $47,000 piece 
of equipment i-< a true two-color offset thai prints two 
colors in a single pass through the press. 

New computers have also been installed for the 

commercial an department. I his new equipment will help 

make Shelton's commercial art department one ol die 

most high tech design areas in West Uabama. 

According to Jack Moore. CNC instructor, the col- 
lege will use pari of the \RC funds allocation lo Inn 

statistical process control equipment. Moore also plans 
to purchase a die sinking electrical discharge machine with 

( !N( - controls.
